DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Painter Audrey Flack was seen traveling from 
East Hampton to Amagansett on the subway 
Friday afternoon. Author Gail Sheehy was seen 
riding from Georgica to Bridgehampton on 
Wednesday morning. Actor Harris Yulin was seen 
on Thursday morning going from Southampton 
to Shinnecock, and philanthropist Sheri Sandler 
was seen Tuesday morning traveling from 
Westhampton Beach to Quiogue. All will receive 
Academy of the Arts Achievement Awards from 
Guild Hall next month. 


DELAY BETWEEN GEORGICA AND WAINSCOTT 

Riders will experience a five-minute delay when 
traveling westbound from Georgica toward 
Wainscott halfway between the two stops. Two 
piping plovers and their babies have taken 
up residence in a nest set in the tunnel wall 
where a chunk of concrete has created a 
niche. Three days ago, a motorman driving a 


westbound B train saw the birds there flutter 
a bit as he rumbled by and reported it to the 
Commissioner. On the one hand, piping plovers 
are an endangered species, but on the other 
they are not supposed to be in the subway. 
They nest at the beach. Until this gets sorted 
out, the Commissioner has ordered all trains 
to slow down to:a crawl as they approach that 
spot. Riders on the subway cars can see the nest 
and the little family out the window because the 
niche is at eye level. Remain quiet and still as 
the site is passed. This slow-down might persist 
for weeks or months as the Environmental 
Protection Agency and the Department of 
Transportation wrestle for jurisdiction. Further 
intervention has occurred with the arrival of 
officials from the Port Authority of New York 
and the Suffolk County Board of Health. 


HAILING A SUBWAY? 

A man from Ohio was arrested on the 
Southampton platform yesterday for trying to 
hail a subway. He raised his right arm, the 
train approached and the motorman, thinking 
there was something on the tracks, stopped 
the train where the man was, resulting in the 
last three cars not arriving at the platform. The 


motorman lowered the window to talk to the 
man who said he was told to do that by some 
of his friends who had been to New York City. 
If he didn’t, the train wouldn’t stop. It did stop, 
so what was the problem? Voices were raised, 
the ruckus was observed by Subway Police and 
people in the back three cars were yelling. The 
man was arrested, charged and released until 
his arraignment on the condition he not do that 
again. He is wearing an ankle bracelet. At the 
man’s request, we will not release his name at 
this time. 


SMART PHONE CHARGERS REMOVED 

The chargers, which were put in place on 
platform poles everywhere last Friday, were 
supposed to be a new convenience for riders. 
But nobody has ever been seen using one, since 
everyone just wants to rush to get on the train. 
All 14 are being put into storage—well, make 
that eleven. Three are reported missing.

HAMPTONS POLICE BLOW LEAF PILE RING 

Based on several calls received two weeks ago, 
the Hamptons Police on Wednesday blew open 
a wide-ranging scheme to deceive and defraud 
homeowners who use leaf-blowing services. 
The police arrested seven people connected 
with the ring, and said that more arrests were 
imminent. At a news conference announcing 
the busts, Hamptons Police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch explained how the fraud was being

carried out across the East End. “The callers 
who tipped us off, who will remain anonymous, 
had noticed that leaf blowers were still being 
used in January,” Hirsch told reporters. 
“Naturally, they wondered why someone would 
need to blow leaves around in January—the trees 
are bare, there aren’t many leaves left on the 


grass. So it was a mystery.” According to Hirsch, 


officers followed up on the callers’ concerns 
and quickly uncovered a highly organized 
criminal enterprise. “Several undercover units 
staked out properties where the leaf blowers 
had been heard. Over the course of several 
nights, the units: were somewhat astonished 
to witness crews of workers making middle- 
of-the-night deliveries of leaves to these 
properties.” When reporters - expressed 
skepticism about these police findings, Hirsch 
revealed that the undercover units had been 
able to obtain footage of the leaf deliveries, 
using infrared lenses to capture movements

in the dark, and that the police would make 
these images public shortly. “You may find 
it difficult to believe, but ve seen the video. 
These crews would quietly disperse a truckload 
of leaves across a property, using only rakes 
and tarps, and then they would take off. 
That would take about 15 minutes. The next 
morning, another crew would show up and 
blow all of the leaves OFF of the property and 
carefully load the leaves back into another 
truck.” Hirsch said investigators believe there 
were only four trucks full of leaves, and these 
same leaves were being recycled for reuse.on 


properties throughout the area in order that 


crews could charge to blow them off over 
and over again. “We have impounded three of 
the trucks with the leaves inside, leaving we 
believe one truckload of leaves out there. We’re 
asking the public to check their yards—if there 
are a lot of leaves on them, we want to know 
about it.” 


LEAF BLOWERS AGAIN? 

Local officials ordered a crackdown on 
local restaurants that have been using leaf 
blowers to clear the dishes off tables after 
customers leave. “It’s absurd,” said Randy 
Blaser of the East End Restaurant Policy 
Board. “We’ve made it clear that we don’t want 
excessive noise due to music, and they turn 
around and start using deafening, gas-powered 
leaf blowers to send dishes flying all over the 
place. It has to stop!” @&

Dinner with Jackso 


Dozens Celebrate Jackson Pollock on His Birthday

couple of weeks ago, I got an invitation to 
ttend a birthday dinner given for Jackson 
Pollock here in Springs. It would be on Sunday, 
January 28, from 5 to 9, and it would not be at 
his house on Springs Fireplace Road, but at the 
Springs Tavern, which is right up the street 
from his house on Fort Pond Boulevard. Food 
served would be from a cookbook of Jackson’s 
favorite recipes. 

I spoke to my wife about whether we should 
go or not. We are both four-star Michelin cooks 
in that publication’s little known “private” chef 
home edition—maybe you’ve heard of this— 
and our initial reaction was (well, at least her 
initial reaction) was yuck, we'll just get a can of 
beans or something. Jackson was notoriously 
poor back in the day. He also drank a lot. He 
sometimes swapped paintings for food at the 
Miller General Store (now the Springs General 
Store) around the corner from his house when 
he was out of money. You’d see him on his bike. 

But we decided to go. 

I'd never met Jackson Pollock. He died in a 
car crash shortly before I started Dan’s Papers 
in Montauk in 1960. But I did write about him. 
He was the most famous painter on the planet. 
And he hung out at a run-down bar called Jungle 
Pete’s on Fort Pond Boulevard. After he died, I 


went there to talk to some of the locals about 
his time there. I’ve never forgotten that day I did 
that. Here I was, 20 years old, parking my tail- 
finned Ford convertible next to all these pickup 
trucks at a joint named Jungle Pete’s. Inside 
were a bunch of shabbily dressed fishermen, 
half in the bag, sitting at the bar, talking loudly 
to one another in their almost unintelligible 
Bonac accent, and in comes this well-dressed 
Jewish kid wanting to know about Jackson. 

“Go home, kid, we don’t know nothin’. He was 
a good guy. Sure we had to carry him home 
sometimes. Each of us gets carried home every 
once in a while. We don’t want you writin’ 
anything bad about him.” 

One of them came out with me to where | 
parked my car. He wanted to know about the 
tailfins and did it have power steering, which it 
did. Then he went back inside. 

Jungle Pete’s is now the Springs Tavern. It 
would be nice to go back. 

Also, as I knew, a few years ago a writer from 
Australia named Robyn Lea was poking around 
at Jackson’s house, doing a story about this 
man whose paintings sell for tens of millions 
of dollars today—the house is now a museum 
and study space, open by invitation this time 
of year—and in the pantry Lea came upon lots 
of fancy pots and pans that you might only 
see at the home of what today we would call 


a foodie. Since the house has been restored 
to look exactly as it did when Pollock and his 
wife, Lee Krasner, lived there back in the day, 
including beds, sofas and furnishings, Lea kinda 
wondered what they ate. 

Several well-worn cookbooks were in that 
pantry, and tucked into them here and there 
were recipes clipped out of newspapers from 
that time, as well as handwritten recipes from 
Jackson’s mother, from neighbors and friends, 
some recipes Lee wrote in her careful hand, 
and some that Jackson wrote in his big scrawl. 
Jackson was a terrific cook! Who knew! And he 
was a terrific gardener! 

The Hamptons back then in the 1940s and 
1950s was a cornucopia of good things to eat 
that you could grow, gather and get yourself. 
There were fish in the sea, clams in the bays, 
corn you could plant, strawberries, vegetables, 
potatoes, even local bottles of milk from nearby 
dairy cows. We still have lots of stuff like that 
today. And the Pollocks had a garden out back. 

Earlier, in 1946, an art dealer in Manhattan 
thought Jackson Pollock was a genius. Her name 
was Peggy Guggenheim, and she made this deal 
with Jackson and Lee that they should move 
out from their ratty Manhattan apartment to 
this house she’d rent for them in East Hampton 
for a year or two, give them a monthly stipend, 
and, in exchange for (Continued on next page) 
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that, Peggy would get all the paintings Jackson 
made during those two years. 

The Pollocks loved it out here. Away from the 
New York City art scene, he produced his best 
work, not only in those two years but in the five 
years that followed before the car crash, not 
only in his studio behind the house but in the 
backyard leading down to Accabonac Harbor, 
where he brought out a stepladder, began 
playing music on his records real loud with the 
back door open, and developed his slashing, 
passionate drip paintings, dripping paint from 
his perch on the ladder to the canvas on the 
ground below. 

The owner of the Miller Store, who was still 
the same owner who was there in the 1960s and 
when I bought groceries there in the 1980s, told 
me that the paintings Jackson had swapped for 
food had paid the way for all his children to go 
to college. 

Last year, Robyn Lea’s cookbook, Dinner with 
Jackson Pollock, appeared. It’s a big, hardcover 
coffee table affair from Assouline. In it are 
59 recipes that Lea found in the Pollock’s pantry, 
with the handwritten notes and newspaper 
clippings to prove it. There are also pictures 
of Jackson and Lee cooking. And pictures 
of Jackson painting. There was an annual 
Fisherman’s Fair back then—we still have it 
every August—and one year Jackson’s entry 
won the apple pie contest. The recipe’s in the 
book. Also the recipe for Jackson’s Classic Rye 
Bread (he baked!), Jackson’s Famous Spaghetti 
Sauce, and the recipes brought over by Jackson 


and Lee’s friends when they came for dinner 
parties held at their big, round dining table that 
seated 10 (that’s still in the house, too). These 
guests were painters and sculptors and critics 
who—with Jackson here, and the north light in 
Springs considered phenomenal for painting— 
moved out after the Pollocks did, to paint 
and sculpt and develop an artist colony here 
that, for several generations, was considered 
the center of the Abstract Expressionist art 
world. In Jackson’s pantry cookbooks, Lea 
found recipes for Elaine de Kooning’s Fruit and 
Grain Salad, Perle Fine’s Bouillabaisse, Rita 
Benton’s Pecan Torte with Mocha Frosting, and 
on and on. 

So here is what we ate on January 28 at the 
former Jungle Pete’s at our appointed dinner 
reservation at 6:30 p.m.

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Wrong Addresses 


Congressman Zeldin Proposes Bill to Fix Missent Mail ©

rty years ago, when | bought a house on a 
hillside overlooking a sunset behind boats in 
an East Hampton harbor, | thought the name of 
the street was just so cool. The street was, and 
is, Three Mile Harbor Hog Creek Road. About 
a half-mile down from where I live on Three 
Mile Harbor Hog Creek Road is a little inlet off 
the harbor known as Soak Hides Dreen. Dreen 
is an old English term for a kind of muddy 
wetlands. The word is not used anymore (it 
was replaced by “drain”), but I’ve seen it used 
in Renaissance literature. The Hamptons were 
English settlements in the 1600s. 
That first year I made stationery that declared 
I lived on “Three Mile Harbor Hog Creek Road 
by Soak Hides Dreen.” Adding that little bit 
didn’t seem to bother the post office. I still 
got my mail. I loved living in a fascinating and 
historic old New England town in a district 
frequented by descendants of baymen from 
that era, known as Bonackers. They had their 
own old English dialect. They still do. And they 
named roads Abrahams Path, Springs Fireplace 


Road, Widow Gavits Road and even Ely Brook 
to Hands Creek Road. 

But then there came trouble with the post 
office. Sometime around 1990, the post office 
created an online database of all the streets in 
America. If someone wrote and address using a 
name of a street different from the post office’s 
database, the computer would fix it to conform 
to the database. 

Unfortunately, Three Mile Harbor Hog Creek 
Road, with or without Soak Hides Dreen, was not 
in that database. After other delivery services 
hooked into the Postal Service’s database, 
such things as refrigerators from P.C. Richard 
or medicines from Squibb occasionally got 
delivered to the same street number as my 
house, but at Three Mile Harbor Drive, five 
miles away. Thus | got to know a Mr. Menofitch, 
who lived in that house. It’s not been pretty, 
though. He delivers to me. But the computer 
doesn’t automatically reroute things sent to his 
address back to mine. 

I've actually been on hand when, over the 
phone, my health insurance company employee 
types in my address correctly and then, without

changing anything, prints out a label with Mr. 
Menofitch’s address on it. Extraordinary. 

I've solved this by other means. Important 
mail now is routed to a safer address. I have to 
go fetch it. So I do. 

It has also occurred to me that having 
this glitch in mail delivery could cripple 
America as easily as a hacker breaking into a 
database somewhere. 

Of course, there are others who have to deal 
with this problem. Twenty years ago, near 
Riverhead, the residents of Flanders, Riverside, 
Riverhead and Northampton all began to 
experience the same sort of trouble | was 
having, not only because of the odd streets left 
out (or that would not fit into the form on the 
computer) but also because in those adjacent 
communities there are many streets, almost 
40 of them, that have the same name or nearly 
the same name. And all four communities share 
the same zip code. 

At the time, realizing that the computer 
sorts names of streets such as “Main Street” 
by zip code when they come upon a problem, 
the people of Flanders, (Continued on next page) 
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Riverside and Northampton appealed to our 
local congressman Tim Bishop, and he pushed 
to get the post office to create a-separate zip 
code for Flanders, Riverside and Northampton. 
Giving them a zip code separate from that of 
Riverhead would go a long way toward solving 
the problem. 

You would have thought these three 
communities were asking to secede from 
the United States. In spite of all the facts—in 
addition, the fire and police departments have 
been known to go the wrong address, as have 
ambulances on occasion—the Postal Service 
denied the request. 

WhenLeeZeldin becameournewcongressman, 
he picked up where Tim Bishop had left off and 
renewed the request in June of 2015. He. too 
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was denied. And so he appealed the denial in 
October 2015. He appealed it to Postmaster 
General Megan J. Brennan in Washington. They 
were both in Washington. They could meet 
face-to-face. It never happened. Ms. Brennan 
reportedly never replied. And in July 2016, 
Zeldin gave up. He’d try a different approach. 
He would create legislation in Congress that 
would bring a new zip code, by law, to Riverside, 
Flanders and Northampton. The people in that 
community cheered. 

At this point, I pause in this story to polatt 
out that the federal government and the 
Postal Service are heavily weighted down in 
bureaucracy. Consider it. The Postal Service 
doesn’t even answer appeals. Congress doesn’t 
even approve its funding. Putting them together 
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is inviting some sort of explosion, or at the very 
least a situation where what gets put in spends 
two years getting churned up and then finally 
gets spit out about as it was sent in. And that is 
what happened. 

Zeldin’s request got attached to a larger bill 
called the Postal Service Reform Act of 2016, 
and we were all encouraged to see that also in 
there were calls for new zip codes for two other 
communities—Miami Lakes, Florida, and Storey 
County, Nevada. This act provided for a post 
office oversight board of five headed up by a 
“Chief Innovation Officer,” a one-cent increase 
in certain mail, a higher rate for corporate 
mail and cluster boxes for delivery when there 
were housing developments. This act got voted 
through by the House of Representatives, and. 
then went on to the Senate, which brought it 
into committee. Everyone was hopeful. The 
Senate could approve the House’s bill, they 
could do their own bill and have a joint session 
to make a compromise, or they could put an 
amendment on the House bill. Months went by. 
The Senate committee belched. Nothing came 
out. The bill died there. They were back to 
square one.

But it’s not over. On January 10, 2018, Zeldin’s 
office announced they were introducing a new 
bill into the House to create a new zip code for 
Flanders, Riverside and Northampton. 

I should like to point out that UPS and FedEx 
have straightened things out with Three Mile 
Harbor Hog Creek Road. There was a time at 
the UPS office on Newtown Lane here in East 
Hampton that I watched them type in my 
address and have the label come out Three 
Mile Harbor Drive. No more. Somehow, they 
must have disconnected from the Post Office’s 
computer or figured out how to override it. My 
address also now gets deliveries as Three Mile 
Harbor H C Rd., maybe because that number 
of fewer letters fits in the form. The folks up in 
Riverhead, however, continue to suffer. 

UPS consistently tells you it will be one-day 


_ delivery and the package comes the next day. 


Last week, a firm sent me something overnight 
by USPS Priority Mail service. It not only did 
not arrive the next day, but a tracking number 
indicated to me it would arrive in four days. It 
then arrived in two days. 

In the battle for the minds of Americans, | 
have long been on the side of compassion for 
others and America’s ongoing position in the 
world as a beacon of hope, rather than as a 
heartless country no better than any other.

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Pamela Topham

The most difficult part 
of creating the tapestry 
featured on this week’s 
cover was weaving the 
snow. The artist, Pamela 
Topham, had to find just 
the right whites. So she did 
what any dedicated artist 
would do. “I ordered wool 
- from the UK, Norway and 

Australia.” But that snow 
has a reflective quality to it. To capture that, 
“Various weights of silk in grays, blues, palest 
pink and yellow were ordered from a dyer in 
Vancouver.” It’s that dedication to craft that 
separates the wheat from the chaff. 

What was the inspiration for this piece? 

Long Beach in Sag Harbor has been a place 
of constant inspiration and pleasure to me for 
many years. A few years ago I wove a Long 
Beach tapestry, “Water Music,” that came from 
the sounds of water and the feelings provoked 
by early morning walks at Long Beach. The 
cover tapestry, “February 2015,” in contrast, 
was inspired by winter weather so uncommonly 
severe for the East End that the seascape was 
silent and frozen from the shore to the horizon, 
covered. with snow and much too cold for a 


walk. During the January big chill of 2018 I 


visited the three cedars of this tapestry and 
they seemed the same. 
How did you start creating tapestries? 


After being exposed to the 
glorious textiles of Guatemala for 
a winter, J] arrived home to note 
that Guild Hall had a tapestry 
class. That was the beginning of a 
long and winding road of various 
teachers, books,  self-teaching 
and finally winding up with the 
great privilege of joining Master 
Weavers Archie Brennan and 
Susan Martin Maffei’s Wednesday 
group tapestry workshop. 

Is there anywhere locally that 
aspiring tapestry artists can hone their craft? 

I'm unaware of any local tapestry classes 

currently. One could find tapestry workshops 
and exhibitions through the American 
Tapestry Alliance. 
You’ve lived in many uncommonly beautiful 
places and traveled to find others. Is there 
one place that stands out, from an artistic 
perspective, as most beautiful or inspiring? 

Living in an uncommonly beautiful place 
such as the East End—a land of sand and sea, 
waterways, farmland and abundant vistas to 
inspire many an artist—it’s interesting to find 
other compelling sites. In the last few years I’ve 
gone on sketching tours on cross-country road 
trips, visited National Parks and enjoyed places 
in between. I’ve also been an Artist in Residence 
in Costa Rica and the Czech Republic. All 
these places have fed my artist’s visions. While 
I'm enthralled with desert plateaus, canyons 
and mountains, Eastern Long Island keeps me 


5 constantly finding new sights that 
feed my creativity. 

You also do commissions. Could 
you talk about that process? 

Commissions are a 
collaboration between the artist 
and client that provides an 
opportunity to create a work that 
is especially meaningful to the 
client for a particular location. 
After a discussion about the size, 
budget, schedule and subject, of 
the tapestry, usually I do on-site, 
colored pencil drawings. I have also worked 
from multiple photographs of a particular place 
from the travels of a client. After the drawing is 
approved, a deposit is given and the tapestry 
is on my schedule and the silk and wool is 
ordered. When the tapestry is completed it is 
delivered and installed. 

Do you have any upcoming exhibitions? 

The extensive exhibition at the Guild 
Hall Museum last fall required two years of 
preparation. I’m still in the process of returning 
borrowed work and delivering sold tapestries. 
There are no immediate plans for another 
exhibition, though I’m looking for an appropriate 
venue for the future. Meanwhile, I’m weaving 
a layered tapestry of the Hoh Rainforest in 
Olympic National Park in Washington, where | 
hiked years ago. #&

The Record Company Rocks WHBPAC Feb. 10

he Record Company is coming to the Hamptons, 

spinning into the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center on Saturday, February 10 at 
8 p.m. The Record Company is Chris Vos on guitar 
and lead vocals, Alex Stiff on bass and backing 
vocals, and Mike Cazorla on drums and _ backing 
vocals. Although the band has been around since 
2011, they really started to get airplay in 2016 with 
the release of their first full-length CD Give It Back 
to You. With hits like “Off the Ground” and “Rita Mae 
Young,” this three-piece out of California plays a 
throbbing blend of blues and rock that will keep your 
head bobbing all night. 

Given that the band’s name is The Record 
Company, you might be expecting to hear a night 
full of pop hooks and slick productions. Isn’t that 
the stereotype of what record companies want out 
of their artists? But clearly the band’s name is meant 
somewhat sarcastically, as the music they make is 
raw and intense, to some degree modeled on the 
scorching power of early electric blues. 

“That’s some of our favorite stuff to listen to,” 
says guitarist and lead singer Chris Vos. “Somebody 
like John Lee Hooker—obviously we can never 
emulate that sound or his experience, but as a 
young artist you hear that authenticity and it’s 
inspiring.” So when it comes to making records, 
The Record Company works to capture some of 
the magic of the bare-bones recordings of the 


legendary electric blues players. 

Part of that specific kind of magic, 
says Vos, is tied to spontaneity. It’s 
a spontaneity that they’re always 
trying to achieve. “We write it and 
we cut it,” he says. “What you get is 
the sound of the song being born. If 
it’s exciting you’re gonna know—it 
makes you feel something.” The goal 
is not a recording without flubs or 
rhythmic mistakes—the goal is a 
direct communication of excitement 
and feeling to the listener. 

This method of working hearkens 
back to the earliest days of rock, 
when as-yet-unknown performers 
stopped into small recording studios 


to take a stab at making a hit record. Mark, Chris and Alex 


They weren’t trying to make perfectly 
played masterpieces, but they did manage to 
convey the fun and excitement of the new style 
they were inventing—a different kind of perfection 
which has come to be highly prized. In the years 
since, artists like Bob Dylan and Neil Young have 
often worked this way in the studio—trying to 
capture what Dylan called the “wild, thin mercury 
sound.” And now The Record Company has joined 
this tradition. 

A similar philosophy guides the band’s approach 
to playing live, where communication with the 
audience happens even more directly. “All of the 


guys in the band are big fans of 


the Grateful Dead,” says Vos. 
“Every show is different, I never 
try to anticipate.” Again, it’s 


an openness. to_ spontaneity, 
allowing the members of the band to 
make spur-of-the-moment decisions 
about how and what to play 
depending on the energy flowing 
between the band and the audience. 
“That energy exchange is what can 
lead to the best thing, which is a 
collective experience.” 
Accordingto Vos, the Westhampton 
show will be the band’s second 
foray into the Hamptons—the last 
* time around, the band played at the 
Stephen Talkhouse in Amagansett. “I 
remember that show very well. It was 
a blast!” WHBPAC is obviously a very different type 
of venue, both in size and character. Moving into the 
larger venue won't be a problem for the band, though. 
“We’ve played in living rooms and small clubs, and 
then we’ve played at Madison Square Garden. You 
have to find a way to get your band to be your band 
in any space. Don’t try to force the experience—we 
want to allow it to occur. Between the band and the 
audience we build that fire together.” a

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A New Book for Eaters Everywhere

What is the simplest eating 
utensil? A chopstick. 
| Number two might be the 
| spoon—a “stick” with a bowl 
at one end. It’s universal, 
represented throughout the 
ages in every culture. But 
the spoon is as varied and 
fascinating as it is common, 
as evidenced in Spoon, a new 

book from Pointed Leaf Press 
ey designer Daniel Rozensztroch. This stunning 
volume invites the viewer to probe, mix, fold in, 
compound and otherwise incorporate his or her 
thoughts about...the spoon. Pointed Leaf Press has 
gained a reputation—and numerous awards—for 
publishing photography-driven monographs since its 
founding in 2002. Spoon is a brilliant addition to this 
body of work. 

Serving spoons and measuring spoons are just the 
beginning, included in the hundreds of depictions of 
spoons are scoops, strainers and ladles. Have you 
ever imagined a spoon whose bowl is made from 
an abalone shell with natural holes for drainage? 
No need, it’s already documented by Spoon. Indeed, 
Spoon proves that if you can dream up a spoon, 
someone has already made it. 

This book’s graphics are breathtaking for 
kitchenalia fanatics like me—the words are few, the 
photos are intense spoon porn. Deftly divided into 
chapters that sort Rozensztroch’s vast collection 
into Wood, Glass, Mother of Pearl, Bone (which 
includes ivory), Metal, Horn, Ceramic, Enamel and 
Porcelain, the masterful photography by Francis 
Amiand sets spoons, and groups of “— against 
simple wallpapers. 

The publisher of this new tome is Sag Harbor’s 
own Suzanne Slesin. (Who is, like me, a regular of 
Sag Harbor’s Sage Street Antiques.) “I’ve known 
Daniel for over 30 years,” she recalls. “This thing 
is really the everyday item—a very focused point 
of view. Last year when | was visiting in Paris 
he had 2,000 spoons in his collection and | said, 


‘This is the moment!’—we photographed Spoon over _ 


three days.” 

What’s next for this dynamic duo? Slesin says, 
regarding Rozensztroch’s vast collection of various 
objects, “How can we bring this life together? All his

life of collecting together in one book—that’s our 
future project.” She continues, “He’s very unusual. 
He really has an eye—I’ve been to flea markets with 
him.” Rozensztroch is artistic director at Merci, the 
famed Paris concept store, and he serves as editorial 
advisor to leading French interior magazine Marie 
Claire Maison. 

Slesin says, “I’m always looking for new projects. 
To do these books you have to find someone who 
has a collection. If someone has a fantastic fork 
collection we’d consider it—we’re reporters.” 

In a revealing interview titled “The Subconscious 
of a Spoon Collector,” which opens the book, 
Dr. Suzanne Czernichow stirs things up by posing 
questions like, “Could the spoon symbolize an 
impending separation for the child?” And thoughts 
that resonate like, “As we know, the foundations of 
contentment and creativity are established during 
childhood.” Rozensztroch shares, “Reflection is what 
interests me...a single object does not tell a story, 
but a group of objects or a collection can create 
a story.” 

As Slesin explains, “I like a lot of the spoons for 
different reasons—the unique, the ordinary, the 
handmade. | love the one on the back cover—an 
abstract conceptual spoon, very beautiful. At this 
point in my life I’m drawn to wood things I never was 
before. I also love the ceramic ones—they’re artistic, 
I have a few myself, they’re not the most practical 
things in the world, but they’re beautiful. On page 
47 there’s aspoon featuring a mother-of-pearl portrait 
of a woman—it’s quite an extraordinary thing to put 
an image there, it’s obviously not an ordinary object 
but a reverential one. I love the patina, the size of 
the two tin spoons on page 107. For such an ordinary 
thing, it has quite a fantastic shape.” 

My personal favorite from this book is a tiny bone 
spoon that folds out from a Swiss-army-knife-like 
construction. Was it for snuff? 

Did Rozensztroch purchase any of his spoons from 
Sage Street? Slesin says, “He probably did buy some 
spoons from Sage Street Antiques—every time he’s 
in the Hamptons, that’s one of our first stops.” & 


Daniel Rozensztroch’s other books include Brush, 
Kitchen Ceramics, Glass, Hangers and Wire. See 
more of Pointed Leaf Press’s offerings—including 
Jack Lenor Larsen’s Learning from Longhouse— 
on pointedleafpress.com.

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North Fork Sales Jump in 2017 Fourth Quarter 


The Estate at Royalton Farms in Mattituck is available for $32 million.

ou read on BehindtheHedges.com that the 

fourth quarter of 2017 produced strong sales 
in the Hamptons, but the North Fork also put in a 
very solid three months, according to the report put 
‘out by Town & Country. Judi Desiderio, president 
of Town & Country, comments: “The North Fork 
markets are just beginning to hit their stride! With 
millennials jumping into home ownership, the price 
points are very manageable and the quality of life 
is wonderful. | predict we’ll see prices increase at 
a healthy, steady pace. Good inventory remains at 
historically low levels.” The number of home sales 
was up nearly 20% on the North Fork, from 92 to 


110 compared to the same quarter in 2016, and 
total home sales volume (the price of all home sales 
combined) up 13% to $69,635,970. 

That said, the total median home sales price for 
the quarter was $531,500, less than 1% higher than 
2016 same quarter. The greatest statistical jump was 
in the price range between $1 million and $2 million, 
which was 71.4% higher compared year over year 
(going from 7 sales in 2016 to 12 in 2017). 

As for towns, Southold (which includes New Suffolk 
and Peconic) boasted 62% more in number of home 
sales and 54% greater total home sales volume year 
over year, while median home sales price remained 
relatively stable at $565,000. The Jamesport area 
(including Aquebogue, Baiting Hollow and South

Jamesport) did well, with 42% more home sales, 
42% more sales volume and the median home sales 
price up 23% at $475,000. Mattituck (which includes 
Laurel and Cutchogue) had the highest median 
home sales price of $595,000. Orient (including East 
Marion and Greenport) was the one laggard, with 
13% fewer home sales and a 23% drop in sales volume 
(from $16,429,684 in Q4 2016 to $12,591,928 same 
quarter 2017). 

Our take? With prices so affordable compared 
to the South Fork, the only place to go is up in 
these markets.
